The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fails to teach or suggest a multilayer structure comprising a layer comprising a 
coextrusion binder comprising a blend comprising 5 to 30 parts of a cog rafted polymer 
(A), 10%wt of 65-95 parts high density polyethylene (A1 ) of with a density of 0.940- 
0.965 and a melt flow index of 0.45g/10min,and 40-5 parts by weight of a polymer (A2) 
a metallocene polyethylene with 0.01 to 3 percent by weight of an unsaturated 
carboxylic acid, and 65-95 weight percent of polyethylene (B) of relative density of 0.93 
to 0.94 and melt index of 0.45g/10min wherein the blend of the polymer (A) and 
polyethylene (B) have a relative density of 0.93-0.940 and melt flow index of 0.1 to 50 
with a content of 0.005-5wt% of unsaturated carboxylic acid. The prior art, Lee et al. 
discloses a plurality of grafts on the metallocene resin wherein the plurality of grafts 
were not cografted together therefore, Lee et al. fail to disclose a cografted polymler (A).
